:An act in Telation to the boundaries of the onunties of Columbia, Adams, Char It  
Sauk, Chippewa, La Pointe, and St. Croix. 

THE people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
,and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. That all that portion of country contained in town- Columblet. 
,ship numbered twelve and thirteen north, in ranges numbered six, 
'seven, eight, and nine, lying and being north and east of the Wis-
'eonsin river, is hereby annexed to, and made a part of the county • 
,of Columbia. 

SEC. 2. That all that portion of country contained in the north Adams: 
half of township numbered fifteen north, in ranges nnmbered two, 
three, four, five, six, and seven east, and township numbered six-
teen, seventeen, eighteen, nineteen, and twenty north, in ranges 
numbered two, three, four, five, six, and seven east of the fourth 
principal meridian, shall constitute the county of Adams. 

SEC. 3. That all that portion of country contained in townships & Ili, 
numbered fourteen north, in ranges, two, three, four, five, and six 
east, and being on the west side of the Wisconsin river, is hereby 
annexed to, and made a part of the county of Sauk. 

SEC. 4. That all that portion of country lying and being Chippewa; 
between the northern boundary of Crawford county, the west- 
ern boundary of Portage county, the southern boundary of 1.a. 
Pointe county, (as described in this act) the eastern boundary of 
Si. Croix county, (as described in this act) and the western boun-
dary of this state, extending between the counties of Crawford and, 
St. Croix, shall constitute the county of Chippewa. 

SEC. 5. That the boundaries of La Pointe county shall be as La Pointe: 
follows, to wit : commencing on the western boundary of this state, 
at the point where the northern boundary of St. Croix coun-
ty strikes the same (as designated by this act), to the township line
